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Attempts To 
Create Breed 
Of Hunters 


By “Hark Forrard” 


In preyious issues we have discuss- 
ed the lack of a breed of hunters 
and some of the reasons for it. We 
now consider past attempts to create 
such a breed. 

An inspection of the shelves of any 
good library of books on _ horses 
would lead one to suppose that such 
a breed not only existed, but had 
been in existence for many years. On 
these shelves one should promptly 
discover the ‘“‘Hunter Stud Book’’, 
published -since 1886 by the Hunters 
Improvement and National Light 
Horse Breeding Society of Great Bri- 
tain: the ‘‘Hunter Stud Book’”’ of the 
Canadian Hunter Society which is 
an integral part of the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, a gov- 
ernmental organisation; and the

tered sires; third, the closing of the 
book to animals not descended in all 
lines from those previously register- 
ed; and finally, selective breeding 
within the bloodlines thus fixed. 

The “Stud Books” listed above 
have advanced only a small way up 
the steps we have just outlined and 
show very few signs of any further 
progress. The ‘“Half-bred Stud 
Book’’, published by the American 
Remount Association, is just a re- 
gistry. It requires no inspection, but 
provides that foals must be either 
by a Thoroughbred stallion out of 
any kind of mare or by a registered 
stallion of another breed out of a 
Thoroughbred mare. Just why the 
other half must be registered when 
the Thoroughbred blood appears on 
the dam’s side, but need not be when 
it appears on the sire’s side is not 
explained. No foal is eligible for re- 
gistration even out of a Thorough- 
bred dam, which is sired by a stal- 
lion registered in the Half-bred Stud 
Book. The book consequently does 
not recognise itself—rather an anom- 
alous situation. 

The Canadian pook is somewhat 
broader. According to its rules of 
entry it is possible to register the 
foals of a non-Thoroughbred stallion 
produced in the following manner: 

1. Have a non-Thoroughbred mare 
inspected, approved and registered 
by the Canadian Hunt Society. 

2. Have her filly by a Thorough- 
bred horse registered. 

3. Register a stallion by a Thor- 
oughbred horse out of the above 
filly. 

In other words, the Canadian 
Hunter Society will register foals by 
a staliion three-quarters Thorough-

bred if his non-Thoroughbred grand- 
dam were registered by the Society. 

The English rules are broader 
still. Under their provisions ‘‘a stal- 
lion two years old or upwards, by a 
Thoroughbred or Registered Hunter 
Stallion and out of a mare registered 
in the Hunter Stud Book shall be 
eligible for registration, provided it 
is inspected and passed by a mem- 
ber of the Society nominated and 
approved by the Editing Committee”. 

Mares are eligible if three-quarter 
bred, if the winner of one of the 
Society’s Medals, if the winner or 
producer of a winner at a National, 
County or Associated Show, or of a 


race under the Rules of Racing or 
National Hunt Rules, or (here’s the 
pay-off) “if she is inspected and 
passed by a member of the Society 
nominated by the Editing Commit- 
tee’. 

Furthermore the rules. provide: 
“with a yiew to preventing the cas- 
tratiomof stallions which may have 
sired or may reasonably be expected 
to sire horses suitable for hunting, 
riding and military purposes, a stal- 
lion, three years old and upwards, 
not complying with the pedigree 
conditions’’ may be registered upon 
the recommendation of two members 
of the Council after inspection. 

In other words the Editing Com- 
mittee refuses to be bothered by a 
little thing like pedigree and will 
admit anything it likes—quite dif- 
ferent from the lily white standards 
of purity set up for British Thor- 
oughbreds by the so-called ‘‘Jersey 
Act’’, As a matter of practice such 
stallions are frequently regfstered. 
Vol. XV (New Series) of the Hunter 
Stud Book, published in 1939, con- 
tains four three-quarter bred stal- 
lions and the Norfolk Roadster 
““Monson’s Young Blaze’’ whose pedi- 
gree contains no Thoroughbred blood 
of any kind. 


What good have hunter breeders 
derived from all this book making? 
Unfortunately not much. The regis- 
tration fees have proved to be a good 
source of revenue to the publishing 
societies. For example the American 
Remount Association was perpetual- 
ly in financial difficulties until it in- 
herited the ‘‘Half-bred Stud Book”’ 
upon the death of its founder, Mrs. 
Herbert Wadsworth of Geneseo, New 
York. Under the Association’s aus- 
pices the number of annual registra- 
tions has grown by leaps and bounds 
so that the organisation is now ex- 
tremely solvent. In the past the Re- 
mount Service, in buying replace- 
ments, has given preference to hors- 


es registered with the Association— 
a most helpful policy. The registra- 
tion fees of the 1162 horses entered 
in Vol. XV of the English Hunter 
Stud Book were doubtless helpful in 
defraying the publication costs of 
that volume. 


As a registry of names and pedi- 
grees the hunter stud books have 
been quite adequate. The registra- 
tion certificates which they issue 
often help the sale of a horse to the 
type of buyer who likes to have 
“papers” with his purchase. 


But when we come to the question 
as to whether the hunter stud books 
have done anything toward establish- 
ing a breed of hunters the answer is 
emphatically no. As long as they re- 
main wide open to practically all 
comers, as long as there is no re- 
stricted section, not even one _ to 
which other horses might be moved 
up after a certain number of top 
crosses of registered staffMons, there 
is not going to be any stud book in 
the true sense or any breed of hunt- 
ers to register in it. If our societies 
would now formulate plans for the 
eventual closing of the books-so that 
thereafter the horses included in it 
could be bred along selective lines, 
we would certainly get somewhere. 
Failing that, however, and there 
seem to be no signs of any such 
movement, we shall have to fall back 
on cross-breeding, at least in the 
English speaking countries which 
is also the home of foxhunting. The 
efforts of the continental European 
countries to establish breeds of hunt- 
er type will be considered in a later 
issue.

CODE OF ETHICS 














The horse show season is in the midst of an unprecedented boom, 
riding on a wave of inflationary prices, post war enthusiasm for sport 
and general pent-up enthusiasm among young riders whose activities 
were curtailed during the war from lack of transportation. The show 
business is a great thing for the development of an interest in horses 
generally, the Thoroughbred in particular. It lends that keen edge of 
competition which incites a horseman to a greater effort and corres- 
pondingly is communicated to his horse, that mere riding, or even 
hunting, fails to give. When the eyes of a big crowd are focused on 
a rider, when the prize means praise for horse and man and a fitting 
reward, when the competition is stiff, and, in the hunter and jumper 
classes, where there is some risk involved, a tension develops that 
tries the best. 

There are literally hundreds of shows in progress or being planned 
throughout the country today. Throughout them all, must be one 
great coordinating web, which binds each together, forms a chain 
and links them in a common effort. This web is that indefinable 
word, sport and sportsmanship which must go with it, intricately 
woven around the existence of every show, large and small. Shows 
are often run for purely business purposes as are racing associations. 
The returns are vastly different than racing, but the urge for profit 
is there, on the part of the promoter, the exhibitor, the professional 
rider with his way to make. 

It is hard to select and separate the various threads which delin- 
eate between the motives of sport and the motives for business but 
one thing is certain, there can be no shows as they are known today, 
without that essential element of good sportsmanship predominating 
throughout every class of every show, whether the exhibitors, riders 
or promoters are doing their respective jobs for pleasure, for the 
sport they derive from it, for business or for all three. Shows are 
open to criticism as mere stages from which to sell horses and many 
dealers use them for just such a purpose, but this is not the reason 
for the enthusiasm in showing today. The essence of showing is that 
sportsmanship which thrives on competition and is part and parcel 
of it, even though the individual entry or entries are there for com- 
mercial reasons alone. 

_ It is hard to smile and take defeat easily and it is perhaps harder 
in the show game than any other, because the ribbons depend so 
much on another’s judgment. Racing or other forms of competition 
are marked by position or scores that automatically place contestants 
in the categories of winners or losers. There can be little cause for 
argument. Not so showing for what one judge sees as the epitome 
of perfect performance, the essence of balance, timing, conformation 


and courage, may not be the same picture as seen in the eye of 
another judge. The show ribbons are pinned on personal convictions 
and as such the human element, with all of its caprices, must of 
necessity play 4 major role. 

With the enthusiasm this year of many entries, new faces, new 
horses, big shows, has come a tine burst of sportsmanship. Exhibitors 
have generally been generous in their praise of competitors; judges’ 
decisions have been greeted more often than not with a smile, win- 
ners with a handshake. A general feeling of understanding of the 
show problems is pretty well in evidence. This has not always been 
the case in the show game. There have been outstanding examples 
of bad sportsmanship. There will be again but in this era of good 
feeling and good fellowship, there should be laid down now, the foun- 
dations for a code of ethics which will keep this game on the high 
plane that it now enjoys. 

This code must become so firmly embedded in the minds of every 
exhibitor, rider, owner, judge and committee member that reactions 
come automatically. It cannot be written, it can only be practiced. 
First and foremost, judges’ decisions should not be criticized by ex- 
hibitors. Their word is final. To criticize means to tear down the 
entire structure. Find more judges, enlist better judges, yes, but 
once an exhibitor enters a show, he should be honor bound to accept 
that show’s decisions and with a smile. There is plenty of room for 
improvement in showing, but that improvement does not come from 
criticizing one’s opponents, their horses or their performances. The 
code of ethics among horse show followers should be so high, that 
there ought to be an unwritten law among all participants which 
brooks no petty grievances being aired, no gossip of horses or horse- 
manship designed to hurt the exhibitor and his horse in the ring. 
Showing is a sport, not a business. Many there will be who will 
profit by this sport, but those who wish to promote and encourage 
the game of horse shows, must remember that the greatest single 
factor in the growth of the game is the good sportsmanship and fair- 
ness shown by those who compete and enjoy with each other the 
goodness of sport. \

May God for- 
give us for being a nation of hoss 
thieves! And may the various jockey 
clubs continue to uphold decent 
standards by refusing to sanction 
any such disgraceful performance?

Lightly Regarded Airborne 
Wins English Derby At 
Epsom Downs, 50 To 1 


The English Derby and Oaks were 
run last week at Epsom, it being 
their first renewals decided over 
their home course since 1939; war 
conditions causing the intervening 
ones necessarily to be transferred to 
Newmarket. 

It was anticipated that an im- 
mense crowd—perhaps the largest 
ever seen at Epsom Downs since 
Diomed won the inaugural Derby in 
1780—would turn out to welcome 
“the greatest horse race in the 
world’? pack to that historic course. 
But long-continued and _ soaking 
rains left the entire terrain in such 
condition that the assemblage pre- 
sent was estimated at but 125,000 
—that is to say, about twice as many 
as would turn out in this country to 
see such an event if run under the 
most flattering conditions. 

However, it must be borne in mind 
that of the 125,000 that attended— 
one cannot say they saw the great 
event as the major portion of them 
probably did not get more than a 
fleeting glimpse of it, if that much— 
only a small segment paid for the 
privilege; whereas, of the crowd that 
attends the Kentucky Derby every 


man-jack (and woman-jill) of ’em 


pays and pays roundly for admit- 
tance to Churchill Downs... .which 
makes all the difference in the world. 

The 1946 Derby at Epsom will not 
go thundering down the corridors of 
time as one of those which stand 
forth in history. Far, far from it. 
Any way it is sized up it fails to em- 
bellish the traditions of the ‘Blue 
Ribband of the Turf.” 

The winner turned up in a 50 to 1 
shot, the grey colt Airborne, owned 
by one J. E. Ferguson, ‘“‘a manufac- 
turer of plastics,’ whose lack of a 
handle to his name is indeed dis- 
tressing; was ridden by T. Lowrey; 
trained by R. perryman; and bred by 
Capt. G. A. Boyd-Rochfort, which 
last named gentleman may be term- 
ed the saving grace of the colt’s 
background. he being a member of 
a famous British racing family, well- 
known in this country through Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort, now perhaps’ the 
most fashionable trainer in England 
who has had charge of many Ameri- 
can horses raced “over there’ and 
with them won some prilliant victor- 
ies. 

Grey winners of the Epsom Derby 
are great rarities, they being as 
scarce as the traditional white black- 
bird upon its  honor-roll—though 
right now we have one in our midst. 
in the shape of Mahmoud, hero of 
ten years ago, later imported to the 
U. S. A. by Col. J. H. Whitney and 
already a very successful sire, the 


percentage of winners among his off- 
spring being unusual, though as yet 
none of the really ‘‘big’’ fixtures have 
fallen to them. 

Airborne was bought as a yearling 
in 1944 by Mr. Ferguson for the very 
reasonable price (as prices now go 
in England) of $13,200 (about) and 
as a two-year-old was of such small 
account that, unable to win he was 
rated one of the no-accounts of his 
season. This year, previous to the 
Derby, he had raced six times and 
won one ynimportant event. His time 
in the Derby was the slowest (2:44 
3-5) scored for precisely twenty 
years; to wit, since Coronach con- 
sumed 2:47 4-5 in galloping the mile 
and half in 1926. 

The pedigree of Airborne sad to 
say will not cause shivers of ecstasy 
to pervade the souls of those who 
dote upon patrician pedigrees and 
their possessors. 

Airborne is a son of Precipitation, 
best known as the winner of. the 
Ascot Gold Cup of 1934 and other 
long-distance races in which he ap- 
proved himself a real stayer. But in

Westchester Boosts 
The Grand National 
To $25,000 Stake 





The Westchester Racing Assoc- 
iation has announced increases in 
steeplechase purses for the autumn 
meeting at Belmont Park which will 
make the Grand National, feature of 
the steeplechase stakes at this meet- 
ing, the richest stake for jump horses 
in the country. 

To be run on Thursday, October 8, 
the race is about three miles over 
the steeplechase’course and will have 
an added value of $25,000, moving 
it up from $15,000 added—which 
had been the highest purse offered 
for steeplechasers in the country. 

Two other of the Belmont fall 
steeplechase stakes have been in- 
creased in value. These are the 
about two mile Broad Hollow which 
goes from $5,000 to $10,000 added. 
and The Brook, about two-and-a-half 
miles, increased from $7,500 to $15.- 
000 added. The Brook will be run 
first on Thursday, September 26th, 
and the Broad Hollow is scheduled 
for Wednesday, October 9th.

are so niggardly in respect to purses. 


This time it is because they 


It is always done so much better on 
a track somewhere else in the coun- 
try. This writer believes he reached 
an all time high a few weeks ago, 
when we first moved to Belmont for 
the spring meeting there. A recent- 
ly returned voyager from California 
was discoursing on the immense 
benefits of the California tracks. I 
happened to say something about the 
tunnel under Belmont’s track which, 
one day, might be put into use. 

The returnee fixed us with a pity- 
Anita,’’ he 
said, ‘‘they have two tunnels under 
the track.” 

It now seems that the stake purses 
in New York are niggardly. Just 
why this is considered so, I have no 
method of finding out, but there are 
constant remarks about this and that 
stable leaving New York because 
they cannot afford to run for the 
stakes here, many of them as low as 
$10,000 which is, of course, beneath 
contempt—or so they say—at such 
places as Chicago and California. 
Here, they say, $25,000 stakes are 
an every day occurrence. 

There are, or were, however to say 
racing from April 
through Saratoga, some fifty nine 
stake races. Of these, twenty-eight 
or about one half, are at $15,000 or 
better. One was $100,000, five $50.- 
000. two $30.000, six $25,000, six 
$20,000 and eight $15.000. 

There used to be the cry that the 
little fellow was neglected. Well, 
there is no race in New York worth 
less than $3,500, and many days 
there will be only one or two of these 
out of an eight race card, the others 
ranging upward to the top stake of 
the day. 

There has also been the customary 
mid-season talk of the steeplechase 
and of the few people who really 
want to see them and how they 
should be done away with, etc., etc. 

Well, Harold E. Talbott, Jr., who 
happens to like this form of sport 
and has been long a figure in the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt As- 
sociation and the United Hunts—as 
well as an owner—decided to do 
something about finding out how 
trve these opinions—several of them 
published—-were. 

Going to the inevitable Dr. Gallup 
in his sylvan retreat at Princeton, 
he hired a survey—the money being 
provided by the United Hunts. To 
the astonishment of those newspaper- 
men who are bored with steeplechas- 
ing, thirty per cent of those polled 
at Belmont (Editor’s note—the ma- 
jority were in the grandstand (78%)

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Raylywn 
and Montpelier’s Annotator broke on 
top but Mercator soon got to the 
front to set the pace. As the field

The Prince of Wales, that remark- 
able character who was later to be 
xeorge IV., is mounted on a bay, in 
conversation with the Duke de Char- 
tres, one of the most celebrated 
sportsmen of France in John Schiff’s 
fine painting represented on the 
front page. 

George IV., “the first gentleman 
of Europe,”’ set the tone which makes 
us today look back on his period, the 
Regency, as the finest flowering of 
English manners and style. He was, 
of all English monarchs, the greatest 
patron of sport; and it is not ae- 
cidental that English sporting life 
reached its apogee during his day, 

The Duke de Chartres, who is 
shown on a liver-chestnut, will be 
remembered as the dandy who ap- 
pears in Debucourt’s famous print, 
“La Promenade Publique.”” The 
hounds in this painting belonged to 
Colonel Thornton, one of the greatest 
personalities in the world of sport, 
and through whom, incidentally, the 
Royal Staghounds were afterwards 
sold to the Duke de Chartres. 

The canvas is rich in historical as- 
sociations for those who know and 
love sport; painted by Gilpin and 
Barret, one a fine sporting artist, the 
other the most poetic landscape 
painter of the time.

Merry’s Purchase Of Bargain 
Horse, Thormanby, Rewarded 
By Derby And Numerous Wins 


The Plummer family have for 
generations farmed near Thirsk at 
Thormanby, the farm which is asso- 
ciated with the mighty _ stallion, 
Thormanby, bred by Mr. Plummer 
and out of his immortal Alice Haw- 
thorne. Thormanby was sent to the 
Doncaster Sales as a yearling but 
failed to reach the reserve put on 
him by Mr. Plummer, who got Mr. 
Merry and his trainer, Mat Dawson 
to look at the colt. The result was 
that Mr. Merry bought Thormanby 
for only £300. A great. bargain he 
secured, for as a 2-year-old, Thor- 
manby won 9 of his 14 races and 
then was kept for the Derby which 
he won as well as £70,000 in bets for 
his owner. This amount was paid to 
him in notes and gold on settling 
day. It is recorded that the betting 
on ‘“Thormanby’s Derby” was the 
heaviest in the history of the race to 
that time. For that reason the jock- 
eys who were to ride for Mr. Merry 
were not known until the last min- 
ute. According to one who was much 
behind the Turf scenes of those days, 
there were plots and counter plots 
sufficient for a racing thriller. He 
told us some time ago: 

One big pookmaker was believed 
to have more than one of the leading 
jockeys ‘‘in his pocket’’. In the case 
of Thormanby, for whom Northern 
Light was started to make. the run- 
ning, a jockey named Sharpe was 
brought from Russia. Tass Parker, 
the ex-prize fighter, was sent to Os- 
tend to meet him, and Sharpe and 
Custance were both weighed out, but 
even the clerk of the scales was not 
told which horses they were to ride. 
Eventually Mr. Merry gave the black 
cap to Custance and the white one 


to Sharpe. Custance rode several 
subsequent winners for Mr. Merry, 
and after he had won the _ Stock- 


bridge Cup, he received the one and 
only present from Thormanby’s 
owner—£100. This included his re- 
ward for winning the Derby. 

When his racing career was over 
Thormanby was sent to the Croft 
Stud, near Darlington. 

No Guarantee That He’s A Horse 

A farmer the other day told me a 

story of how a well-known and ex- 
perienced horse dealer was taken in. 
He had bought some young cart- 
horses from my friend, and then said 
“What about that 4-year-old. Is he 
for sale?”’ ‘““Yes!’’ replied the farm- 
er, “I’ll take a bit less for him”. 
“Will you warrant him sound and all 
right?”’ asked the dealer. 
’“T won’t even warrant that he’s 
a horse, but I will say that he’s a 
good worker and has no vice”, said 
the farmer. The dealer had the horse 
put against the side of a wall, and 
made the usual threats with his stick 
to see if the animal made a noise. 
He was surprised that the horse did 
hot even flinch.

To cut the story short he 
bought the horse ‘with all his 
faults’, and a day or two later sold 
him. The new purchaser meeting the 
farmer told him “I’ve got a horse 
you bred, and a rare good worker 
he is. He holds his head in a peculiar 
way, and I’m told he’s had _ sun- 
stroke’. “If you look a bit closer 
and try him with your hand”, re- 
marked the farmer, ‘‘you’ll find he’s 
blind in one eye!” 


One Eyed ’Chasers 

Many excellent horses have had 
the sight in one eye only, and the 
other day [I recorded here that the 
ex-huntsman (now trainer) Mr. 
Harry Marshall, of Winterton, near 
Bedale, had bought a steeplechaser 
this season and had to stand a good 
deal of chaff for buying a horse with 
a blind eye. ‘‘Let me tell you” said 
Harry, ‘“‘He can see a lot more with 
his one eye than lots of horses can 
with two eyes’’. He had the laugh on 
his side when the one-eyed horse 
won for him at Catterick. 

Most of us remember the one-eyed 
Bovril III finishing 2nd in the 1927 
Grand National—a race he ought to 
have won. Not a few other good 
‘chasers have had a similar disabili- 
ty, yet have won many races. 

All this,reminds me of another re- 
cent horse transaction which did not 
result in ‘fa deal’. A well-known 
buyer of hunters was pressed to go 
to see a non-such animal. He went, 
he saw the horse walked, trotted ana 
cantered, and without even asking 
the price, said ‘“‘Put him in; he’s no 
use to me’’. The disappointed farm- 
er asked the dealer where he ‘‘fault- 
ed’? the horse and received the em- 
phatic reply ‘‘He’s what I call a 
livershaker. He’s like a frog in a 
pudding-basin. He picks his feet up 
and puts them down in the same 
place again’’. 


Horses Straying 

Horses straying on the highway, 
especially at night, are a danger to 
themselves and to travellers. No one 
will deny that. When the police 
bring the owners of such horses to 
court, however, it is fortunate when 
there are magistrates on the bench 
who are familiar with the difficul- 
ties of those who have animals out 
at pasture. They may have’ done 
everything humanly possible to en- 
sure that their stock is kept in the 
enclosures they are to graze; then 
the unexpected happens. One or more 
of the horses suddenly find they can 
jump; or, through some cause or 
other they start galloping and go 
through, under, or over a fence on 
to the road. 


Understanding Bench 

Again, some careless person cross- 
ing the field, leaves a gate open with 
the same result. The other day an 
understanding bench of sportsmen 
had a horse-straying case to try. The 
farmer was asked if he had any ex- 
planation to give, and replied:

nothing at all and five or six in 
similar fashion.

The most striking thing about the 
Montpelier horses is their uniformi- 
ty.

Battleship has immense pone for 
a horse of his inches and what Mrs. 
Scott calls a ‘“‘varminty’’ head, very 
bony with a convex profile. Annapo- 
lis, his companion in the stud, also by 
Man o’War, is much the same type 
and the sire of Mercator. The Mont- 
pelier sires thus accounted for the 
two leading steeplechasers of 1945, 
as well as for many other top horses 
including Rouge Dragon, Reykjavik, 
and Navigate.

Mathematician Emerges 
From 3-Way Tie To 
Take Deep Run Tricolor

After being locked in a three-way 
tie, the Meander Farm’s Mathema- 
tician, ridden by Dewey Clatterbuck, 
sloshed his way to the hunter cham- 
pionship of the Deep Run Hunt Club 
horse show at Richmond, Va., which 
closed in a sea of mud on May 26. 

Mathematician entered the pre- 
liminary class with 13 points, an 
honor he shared with Miss Shirley 
McGavock’s Baby Seal and Mrs. E.

Buck, 4th. This made the fina: 
championship score: Mathematician 
15 1-2, against 14 1-2 for Baby Seal, 
which was named reserve. Lucky 
Buck ended up with 13 1-2 points, 
and Hunter’s Moon with 11 1-2, 

The jumper tricolor was nothing 
more than a waltz for Mr. and Mrs. 
K. M. Bruce’s aged dun mare, Rose 
Gold. With Leonard Baker in the 
saddle, this veteran jumper won 4 
blues and a 3rd out of 5 starts. The 
final score was Rose Gold, 21 1-2, 
and Helizapoppin, owned by Miss 
Peggy Sampson and ridden by Billy 
Friedhoff, 16 points. 

Hellzapoppin had been lagging on 
Saturday, but on Sunday she came 
through to win both the triple bar 
and the jumper stake. 

The show was jammed packed 
with entries and the judges had to 
take some time on conformation as 
many pew horses were in the ring. 
In the words of Manley Carter, who 
helped with the open judging on 
Sunday, it was “the nicest collec- 
tion of horses he had seen in a Vir- 
ginia ring in a long time.”

Miss Martha Lee Kennon, of Char- 
lottesville, won the ASPCA _ horse- 
manship class, entitling her to com- 
pete at the National this fall.
